2. Background : Edward Mertz, General Manager of Buick Motor 
Division and President of the Hundred Club of Flint, has invited you to 
be their keynote speaker at a dinner meeting with a reception at 6:00 p.m. 
and dinner at 7:00 p.m. The proposed format is 20 minutes of remarks 
followed by 15 minutes of Questions and Answers on a topic of your 
choice. You could expect an audience of approximately 250 members who 
are leading General Motors executives, suppliers, local businessmen, 
college officials, Mott Foundation executives, and government employees. 

Neither foreign nationals nor the media are expected to be present.
